their own unique problems and to 
form plans for. later local action.

They weren't all oldtimers, but 
about 500 of the some 1,500 visit¬ 
ors and local oldtimers who reg¬ 
istered at the information desk 
during the 50th Anniversary Cel¬ 
ebration had lived in Vulcan prior 
to 1920, and there wore scores of 
other former residents who just 
didn't get around to registering. 

Possibly a feature that actually 
brought more pleasure than any¬ 
thing else to oldtimers and former 
residents was the daily gathering 
at the Legion- hall for afternoon 
tea and for renewing old friend¬ 
ships. Many of the visitors hadn’t 
been back in Vulcan or 30 or 40 
years or more and the opportunity 
to renew acquaintances and friend¬ 
ships of past years .was a treasured 
experience.

Prospects Improve 
With Heavy Rain 


The rain — and there was 1.71 
inches of it officially— failed to 
dampen to any great extent the 
enthusiasm of the crowds that 
swarmed into Vulcan last weekend 
for the big 50th Anniversary Cele¬ 
bration and when Monday, the 
last day of the three-day event, 
dawned into a perfect blue-sky, 
no-rain, no-wind day the stage 
was set for the greatest influx of 
people in Vulcan’s history. 

About 1,500 former residents— 
most of them here for the entire 
weekend—were joined by residents 
of the town, district and other 
nearby towns and CFAC’s heli¬ 
copter crew estimated that well 
over 5,000 people were lining the 
parade route by 10 a.m. Monday. 

Under the control of Parade 
Marshal C. J. Versluys, the biggest 
parade in Vulcan's history got off 
in good time. Taking one hour 
and ten minutes to pass a given 
point, the parade was replete with 
beautiful floats entered by the dif¬ 
ferent town and district organiz¬ 
ations, commercial floats, humor¬ 
ous lioats, antique cars, beautiful 
cowgirls on beautiful horses, at 
least four riding anti gymkhana 
clubs, the Shriners’ motorized’ Des¬ 
ert Patrol," the Calgary Lions' 
Boys and Gills Band and Senior 
Majorettes, the 153 Coy RCASC 
miliary band from High River, old 
farm equipment and new farm 
equipment, fire engines, hillbillies, 
clowns and almost anything else 
you could name that is noimally 
louud in a parade. 

It was an excellent parade in 
every respect; certainly the best 
and biggest ever held here and, 
according to many visitors, vastly 
superior to the parades held in 
the cities of Lethbridge and Med¬ 
icine Hat.

Despite intermittent showers 
Sunday afternoon the swimming 
show went on and drew a large 
crowd, but the outdoor barbecue 
was switched to the arena, where 
some 700 people were fed, and the 
community worship service was 
also held in tlie arena, following 
the barbecue. 

The drama evening and art ex¬ 
hibit at the high school auditorium 
attracted a lnrger-than-anticipated 
crowd. 

Monday s events went on pretty 
well as scheduled under clear skies 
and 75 above temperatures. The 
parade was the highlight of the 
day, with baseball, gymkhana ev¬ 
ents, horseshoe tournament and 
bingo at the sports grounds.

What A Difference! 


The old song says “What a difference a day 
makes.” If it’s a June day in Southern Alberta and 
it’s raining hard and steadily all over the place it 
couldn’t be more true. 

But the rain 10 days ago, when this area had 
about four inches of the wet stuff in two days, was 
more than just another June rain. It was the first 
general rain in Southern Alberta in four years and 
it was the heaviest single rainfall in ten years. 

The past four years the crops have been getting 
by on what were actually showers; sometimes wide¬ 
spread, it is true, but still just showers when com¬ 
pared to a real general rain that covers a good part 
of the province. That there has been no widespread 
total crop failure in Southern Alberta is only due to 
the fact that the showers we did get came at just 
the right time. When a district can produce a crop — 
maybe not too good a crop but still a crop — on 
just four inches or less of rain, as most of the County 
of Vulcan did last year, the rain has to fall at just 
exactly the right time. 

In terms of crops and grasslands, the big rain 
was worth millions of dollars. But the knowledge that 
it can still really rain in the south and that maybe 
the long dry spell is broken is of untold worth, bring¬ 
ing renewed faith and the promise of better years 
ahead.

ALBERTA MEDICAL PLAN 

Enrolments Accepted Now! 


There is no waiting period for coverage under the Alberta Medical 
Plan, which becomes effective October 1, 1963, for those enrolling prior 
to that date. Enrolments ore accepted as of July 1, 1963. The Alberta 
Medical Plan is a voluntary, pre-payment plan covering the costs of 
medical, surgical and obstetrical services for ALL Alberta residents 
regardless of health, age or occupation. 

Persons enrolling after September 30, 1963, ore subject to a waiting 
period, becoming insured from the first day of the fourth month after 
date of application. There is no premium charged for this waiting 
period. 

The Alberta Medical Plan provides financial contributions toward 
premium payments for those in defined income levels. 

HOW IS IT OPERATED? 

Sponsored by the Government of Alberta and endorsed by the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, this coverage is mode available through 
the approved insurance companies in Alberta, members of the Cana¬ 
dian Health tnsumnee Association and Medical Services (Alberto) 
Incorporated. 


WHO IS ELIGIBLE FOR PREMIUM SUBSIDY? 

The Alberta Government will pay a portion of the premium fo 
residents of Alberta in the defined income levels. A resident to 
subsidy must be a person who has resided in Alberta for 12 
of the preceding 24 months. 


Alberta residents whose taxable income is below the taxable level 
according to federal government tax regulations, will benefit from 
provincial government contribution toward premium costs on the 
following basis—one person $18.00 a year 

family of two persons $42.00 a year 
family of three or more $72.00 a year 
In most cases those already covered under a group plan will benefit 
by the same contributions from the provincial government. 


Alberta residents whose taxable income is below $500 according to 
federal government tax regulations, will benefit from provincial 
government contribution toward premium costs on the following basis- 
one person $9.00 a year 
family of two persons $21.00 a year 
family of three or more $36.00 a year 

In most cases those already covered under a group plan will benefit 
by the same contributions from the provincial government. 

HOW DO I ENROL? 

Those applying for nonsubsidized enrolment under the Alberta Medicol 
Plan may enrol directly with the insurance company of their choice. 
Subsidized enrollees must complete with the insurance company of 
their choice a government contribution application form which is 
available through the insurance company. A list of health insurance 
firms is included on the Alberto government information folder avail¬ 
able «t Alberta government offices, any health insurance office, or the 
office of your physician. 

WHAT ADDITIONAL BENEFITS DOES THE ALBERTA 
MEDICAL PLAN OFFER? 

1. Waiver of Premium 

If o person, single or the head of a family, covered continuously under 
the Alberta Medicol Plan for ot least two years becomes totally disabled 
prior to age 65 as the result of an accident, injury or disease so as to be 
prevented from engaging in any gainful occupation, he will not be 
required to poy his monthly premium for a period of up to six months, 
starting the third month after his disability. 

2. Health Check-up 

After a contract holder has been covered by the Alberta Medical Plan 
for a continuous period of two years, he and his dependents shall 
be entitled annually to a routine examination to ensure their continuing 
good health.
